An Edmonton man is facing 
three sexual assault charges 
stemming from alleged inci¬ 
dents involving two patients 
in his care over a two-year 
period at a city long-term 
care facility. 

Brandon William Harper, 
25, is charged with the al¬ 
leged sexual assault of a se¬ 
verely disabled 33-year-old 
patient who was in his care 
in 2011 and 2012 at The 
Good Samaritan Society Dr. 
Gerald Zetter Care Centre. 


The victim cannot be iden¬ 
tified because of a court-or¬ 
dered publication ban. 

During the same time 
period, the accused is al¬ 
leged to have assaulted a 
second unknown male vic¬ 
tim, also in care at the long¬ 
term facility at 9649-71 Ave. 

Harper has been em¬ 
ployed as a health-care aide 
at the centre since 2008. 
He is set to appear in court 
Thursday. 

The Dr. Gerald Zetter 
Care Centre houses people 
with chronic and complex 
medical conditions, usually 
seniors. The facility offers 
dietary, housekeeping, nurs¬ 
ing and therapeutic services 
to residents in 190 long-term 
care suites — both private 
and semi-private rooms.

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Slower roads. 

Council OKs 
dan for 
lowering 
speed limits 

Edmonton city councillors 
have endorsed a proposal 
that could see neighbour¬ 
hoods ask the city to lower 
speed limits to 40 lcm/hr 
from 50 lcm/hr if 60 per cent 
of residents support the 
change. 

Coun. Bryan Anderson 
did not support the move, 
citing driver confusion and 
high cost of adding signage 
to slower roads in neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

“If it feels like a 50 1cm/ 
hr road, that’s exactly what 
they’ll drive,” he told Metro. 

“It’s going to create a 
patchwork quilt of speeds.” 

The motion passed 8-5 
in council after being shot 
down by the transportation 
committee in early May. 

Alan Bolstad, executive 
director of the Edmonton 
Federation of Community 
Leagues, is a supporter of 
the move. While he would 
have liked to see lower limit 
for all residential roads, he 
said this is step in the right 
direction. 

“This will be another tool 
available to communities 
to help make them safer,” 
Bolstad said. 

“First and foremost we 
think about people’s safety. 
We want to make sure 
neighbourhoods are com¬ 
fortable places for people to 
live.” 

The lower speed limit 
would be a last resort after 
changing road design and 
increasing enforcement, and 
the lower limit would have 
to be passed by council in a

But thanks to the Edmon¬ 
ton Humane Society’s new 
Prevent Another Litter Sub¬ 
sidy (PALS) program, Guerin 
didn’t have to choose. 


Because of her low in¬ 
come, the university student 
qualified for financial as¬ 
sistance with the fledgling 
initiative, paying only an 
administration fee to have 
seven-month-old Gino neu¬ 
tered. The procedure would 
have cost up to several hun¬ 
dred dollars at a vet’s office. 

“Living on my own, I 
want a dog for companion¬ 
ship and protection,” said 
the Alberta Avenue-area 
resident.

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Scientists’ ‘Eureka moment’: 
God particle exists (they say) 



Cheers, ovations. 

Crowd hails the 
discovery of a 
‘cornerstone,’ but 
is it the real secret 
of the universe? 


The God particle lives! Well, 
they’re pretty sure it does. 

To cheers and standing 
ovations, scientists at the 
world’s biggest atom smash¬ 
er in Switzerland claimed 
the discovery of a new sub¬ 
atomic particle Wednesday. 

They called it “consistent” 
with the long-sought Higgs 
boson — known as the God 
particle — that helps explain 
what gives all matter in the 
universe size and shape. 

“We have now found the 
missing cornerstone of par¬ 
ticle physics,” Rolf Heuer, 
director of the European 
Centre for Nuclear Research 
(CERN), told scientists. 

“As a layman, I think we 
did it,” he said. But he also

declared: “As a scientist, I 
have to say, ‘What do we 
have.’” 

He added: “We have a dis¬ 
covery. We have observed a 
new particle that is consist¬ 


ent with a Higgs boson.” 

The Higgs boson, which 
until now has been a theor¬ 
etical particle, is seen as the 
key to understanding why 
matter has mass, which com¬ 


bines with gravity to give an 
object weight. 

The idea is much like 
gravity and Isaac Newton’s 
discovery of it: Gravity was 
there all the time before 


Theory 


1960s 

Scientists have long puzzled over how the 
minute building blocks of the universe 
acquire mass. Without mass, particles 
wouldn’t hold together. A theory pro¬ 
posed by British physicist Peter Higgs in 
the 1960s is that a new particle must be 
creating a “sticky” field that acts as a drag 
on other particles.

The massive scientific effort that led to 
the discovery of what is thought to be 
the God particle has also paid off in other 
ways — one of which was the creation 
of the World Wide Web. Scientists 
developed the web to make it easier to 
exchange information among each other. 

Newton explained it.

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Pakistan. Mob kills man 
accused of ripping Qur’an 


Thousands of people dragged 
a Pakistani man accused of 
desecrating Islam’s holy book 
from a police station in central 
Pakistan, beat him to death and 
then set his body on fire, a po¬ 
lice official said Wednesday. 

The incident highlighted 
the highly charged nature of 
Pakistan’s blasphemy laws, 
under which anyone found 
guilty of insulting Islam’s 
Prophet or the Qur’an can be 
sentenced to death. 

Sometimes, however, 
people take the matter into 
their own hands. 

A senior police officer, 
Mohammed Azhar Gujar, said 
in the incident Tuesday in Ba- 
hawalpur, a city in a deeply 
conservative part of central 
Pakistan, attackers stormed a

An Egyptian university student 
was fatally stabbed as his girl¬ 
friend looked on after three 
suspected Islamic militants 
confronted the couple in a park 
and told them they should not 
be together if they are not mar¬ 
ried, security officials said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The murder is fuelling fears 
that vigilante groups may be 
seeking to strictly enforce Is¬ 
lamic mores, emboldened 
by the election of Islamist 
President Mohammed Morsi. 
Moderate Muslims along with 
liberal and women’s groups 
worry that Morsi’s presidency 
will slowly eradicate Egypt’s 
entrenched secular traditions 
and change the social fabric of 
the mainly Muslim nation of 82 
million people. 

The student, 20-year-old 
Ahmed Hussein Eid, was at¬ 
tacked on June 25 in the Red 
Sea city of Suez east of Cairo

They also say it would bring 
Ukraine back into the Russian 
orbit and torpedo its efforts 
to forge closer ties with the 
European Union. 

Lawmakers loyal to 
President Viktor Yanukovych, 
who draws his support from 
the Russian-speaking east and 
south, rushed the bill through 
Parliament on Tuesday night, 
without giving the opposition 
much chance to oppose it in a 
debate. 

Parliament Speaker Volody¬ 
myr Lytvyn, who was absent 
during the vote, announced his 
resignation Wednesday, calling 
the vote illegitimate, despite 
the fact that his own party 
voted for it. Seven national law¬ 
makers announced a hunger 
strike. 

About 2,000 protesters, 
some clad in traditional em¬ 
broidered shirts, staged an 
angry protest against the bill 
outside a government build¬ 
ing in the centre of Kyiv on 
Wednesday.

A capacity crowd packed a 
church in a bereaved north¬ 
ern Ontario community Wed¬ 
nesday to pay their respects 
to one of the victims of a 
deadly roof collapse at a local 
shopping mall. 

Rev. Paul Conway said 
more than 320 people came 
to Our Lady of Fatima parish 
to pay tribute to Doloris Per- 
izzolo, who was remembered 
as a good neighbour. 

The 74-year-old was one 
of two women killed when a 
section of roof came crashing 
through the Algo Centre Mall 
on June 23. 

The accident crippled local 
commerce in the small com¬ 
munity, touched off a criminal 
investigation led by the provin¬ 
cial police force, and sparked a 
public inquiiy ordered by the 
province’s premier.

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‘Phablet.’ Larger 
smartphones expected to 
find consumer niche 


Take one part smartphone and 
one part tablet and what have 
you got? Phablets, a newer 
breed of mobile device that’s 
expected to compete with the 
smaller-sized tablets now flood¬ 
ing the market. 

Phablets aren’t going to 
kill tablets or smartphones 
but they will be a viable niche 
product, said Sascha Segan, 
lead mobile analyst for PC 
Magazine.

Takeover. Maple Group 
bid for TMX clears hurdles 


Food trend. Greek yogurt

The longstanding proposed 
takeover of the TMX Group 
cleared a number of key regu¬ 
latory hurdles on Wednesday, 
perhaps most importantly 
from the Competition Bureau. 

The federal regulator said it 
will not challenge the attempt 
to take over the operator of 
Canada’s major stock exchan¬ 
ges by the Maple Group Acqui¬ 
sition Corp., a factor that could 
have potentially sidelined the 
transaction. 

Meanwhile, the Ontario Se¬ 
curities Commission gave its 
approval and published final 
recognition orders for the deal, 
which values the TMX Group at 
$3.8 billion. 


Maple spokesman Luc Ber¬ 
trand said the approvals were 
“a very major milestone” for 
the consortium of 12 Canadian 
banks, pension funds, broker¬ 
ages and insurers leading the 
bid. 

The proposed takeover 
still requires approval by the 
British Columbia and Alberta 
securities regulators, though 
Bertrand expressed confidence 
in both. 

The Maple consortium has 
already extended its deadline 
several times as it awaits full ap¬ 
proval for the plan that would 
see it control as much as 90 per 
cent of trading activity in Can¬ 
ada.

Third time a charm for Kitsch?

Taylor Kitsch struck out twice 
this year in the failed films 
John Carter and Battleship, 
spoiling the Friday Night 
Lights actor’s hopes to leap 
from TV to big-screen star. 

Now, Kitsch has a third 
time at bat with Oliver Stone’s 
drug-war thriller Savages, 
opening Friday. 

While the actor regrets the 
two previous movies flopped, 
he’s actually a bit relieved 
that he can take jobs as they 
come without having to work 
around sequel schedules had 
those films developed into 
franchises. 

“Maybe it’s a blessing in 
disguise that it died, and I’m 
not tied to these things for 
the next 10 years,” said Kitsch, 
31. “I’m free to do whatever 
I want now. If I want to do 
something in January, Febru¬ 
ary, March, April, I don’t have 
to go through two studios to 
be green-lit.” 

Still, Kitsch started the year 
with the prospect of two stu¬ 
dio blockbusters that could 
have given him steady work 
for years to come in the con¬ 
tinuing adventures of Edgar 
Rice Burroughs’ Mars hero 
Carter and in more tales in¬ 
spired by the board game 
Battleship. 

With a bloated budget and 
fan indifference that resulted 
in feeble domestic box of¬ 
fice of just $73 million, John 
Carter inflicted a $200 million 
loss on distributor Disney and 
helped precipitate the depar¬ 
ture of the studio’s chairman, 
Rich Ross. 

Universal’s Battleship did

fair business overseas ahead 
of its domestic debut, but it 
floundered at U.S. theatres in 
the wake of the blockbuster 
receipts hauled in by The 
Avengers. 

Yet Kitsch doesn’t regard 
the films as wasted efforts. 
“I feel I grew an immense 
amount as an actor. On so 
many levels, it tested me. I 
wouldn’t change a thing. I 
wouldn’t take any of those 
choices back,” Kitsch said. 

“I love what I’m doing. I’ve 
started to get excited again, 
and I think, obviously, it was 
hard on me that they didn’t 
work. You have bosses, we all 
have bosses, you want to do 
well for them. But I gave every¬ 
thing I had.” 

That dedicated work wasn’t 
lost on Stone, who had seen 
Kitsch on Friday Night Lights 
and cast him in Savages after 


catching an early cut of Battle¬ 
ship. Adapted from the novel 
by Don Winslow, Savages fea¬ 
tures Kitsch as a take-no-pris- 
oners U.S. veteran of the war 
on terror, who partners with 
his best pal (Aaron Johnson) 
to run a Southern California 
marijuana business growing 


and selling the world’s finest 
weed. 

Kitsch and Johnson’s char¬ 
acters are hurled into a bloody 
battle with a Mexican drug 
cartel in Savages, whose cast 
includes Blake Lively, John 
Travolta, Salma Hayek and 
Benicio Del Toro. 


“He was very masculine, a 
veiy strong and attractive guy 
but seemed like a solid guy, 
a guy who could be an ex-Af¬ 
ghani, Iraqi war veteran who 
would back his man to the end 
and bring his team out with 
him,” Stone said of Kitsch.

Luckily, UPF (ultraviolet 
protection factor) clothing 
doesn’t have to resemble a 
poncho or be as coarse as a 
hair shirt. 

“We could see that a lot 
of the stuff was not that de¬

Safety has never been a sexy 
subject. It’s always been a 
difficult sell, especially for 
fashion brands. 

Ironically, it’s a world that 
attracted Monique Moore and 
Anne Botica Reilly to launch 
their sun-protective label 
Mott 50 (mott50.com). 

The brand is named after 
their old apartment’s street 
(Mott Street, New York City) 
where the concept came to 
fruition in March 2011. 

Moore and Reilly intended 
to take full of advantage of 
the female shift in attitude 
towards tanning and skin 
preservation. 

Reilly explains, “I have a 
history of skin cancer in my 
family, so I have seen the di¬ 
rect effects — my aunt passed 
away and my mother is cur¬ 
rently affected.” 

However, despite ad¬ 
vances in skin care, the real¬ 
ity is that skin cancer among 
young people is on the rise. 
The World Health Organisa¬ 
tion states that every year 
132,000 melanoma skin can¬ 
cers and two to three million 
non-melanoma skin cancers 
occur globally and this is set 
to rise. This can be attributed 


such as cardigans, crewneclcs, 
henleys, tunics, shifts, maxi 
dresses and short and long- 
sleeved shirts for guys. “We 
look to the designers like 
Ralph Lauren, Burberry Pror- 
sum and Thalcoon, so we do 
try to make our label a little 
more funky,” says Reilly. The 
biggest challenge for the de¬ 
sign duo is sourcing fabrics. 
At the moment they use ma¬ 
terials such as cotton poplin 
and bamboo spandex but 
they’re working on expand¬ 
ing their remit. 

The way that the process 
works is that clothing man¬ 
ufacturers pour in a blend 
that closes the porosity of 
the fabric to prevent harm¬ 
ful UV penetrating the skin. 
Alarmingly, “the average 
white T-shirt only has a UPF 
of five,” says the Chicago na¬ 
tive. Shocking, but does such 
a limited collection have any 
real future, given the amount 
of skin sun-care products now 
available? Reilly certainly be¬ 
lieves so, 

“Advances in sun care ac¬ 
tually helps our business. It 
raises awareness for our prod¬ 
ucts and stresses the need for 
labels like ours.” 

As well as being stocked 
in stores such as Neapolitan, 
New York, the girls plan to in¬ 
crease their men’s wear line 
next season and are hoping to 
launch a children’s wear col¬ 
lection next summer, which 
Reilly describes as “a huge 
market.”

The Build 


• Buy three pine panels (pictu¬ 
red 18" x 36) and cut two in 
half. 


• The remaining panel will be 
cut into 2 panels of 17 " sq. 


• Attach the four sides together 
with staggered joints. 


• Drill pilot holes, countersink, 
glue and screw together - 3 
screws per edge, (see fig. 6). 

Trimming the panels 


• Cut the trim from the 2" and 
3" pine (fig. 4 & 5). 


• Start with panel "A" (fig. 4) 
place boards on box to check 
fit 


• Make the 2" board flush with 
the top. Ensure that there is a 
%” overhang on both sides. 


Glue back of the board and 
clamp to the box. 



Screw from the inside of the 
box with pre-drilled holes and 
countersink the 3 screws. 


Repeat for two sideboards and 
bottom board. 


Rotate box 180 degrees and 
attach the trim on panel "A" 
and repeat the first step. 


Flip box 90 degrees and attach 
the "B" panel (see fig.5). 


Flip 180 degrees and attach 
last panel to the box. 

Top and bottom 


The 3" trim will extend 11/2" 
past the edge of the lid panel 


Start with top strip, glue and 
screw it, then attach the two side 
strips then the bottom piece. 


• Allow glue to set 


• Meanwhile, cut some 2 " pine 
and glue and screw it on the 
bottom of the pine panels to 
support the bottom panel. 


• Drop in the bottom panel from 
the top, glue and screw from 
the bottom. 


• Cut 4 3" square blocks and 
attach to each corner allowing 
wheels to be fixed to the box. 


• Cut the quarter round molding 
to the bottom edge of the box 
and glue in place. 


• Cut the molding and run it 
down the inside corners up to 
3/4" from the top. 


• Uncovered screw holes should 
be filled with wood filler 
and give the whole thing a 
thorough sanding.

tiple occasions.” 

He documented his 
progress on his personal web¬ 
site, which soon garnered the 


attention of fellow kite board¬ 
ers who were keen to discover 
the designer’s tips. The Cali¬ 
fornia-based Wilhelm says, “It 
was taking just as long to write 
a web page on how to make a 
kite board as it did to build the 
equipment — I needed a tool 
to make that easier.” 

His solution was to set up 
Instmctables.com, a spin-off of 
Squid Labs (engineering design 
and technology innovation 
company), which he co-found- 
ed with a few M.I.T. alumni. In 
layman’s terms, Instmctables 
is as stated in “How to Start a 
Business” (yep, there’s an in- 
stmctable for that too): “the 
world’s biggest show and tell” 
platform for users to upload 
projects and solutions. 

Wilhelm says that in just 
six to nine months they had 
almost one million visitors. 
“We ran the site for five years 
and in August 2011 we were 
acquired by Autodesk.” In an 
age obsessed with documenta¬ 
tion and social networking, it 
seems likely that the Instmct¬ 
ables’ community of like- 
minded DIY-ers will continue 
to flourish.

1. Glaze: In a blender, puree 
the watermelon flesh until 
smooth. Set aside. In a small, 
heavy-bottomed saucepan over 
medium, heat the apple jelly, 
stirring constantly, until it is 
melted.

Stir in 
the lime zest and juice, red pep¬ 
per flakes, jalapeno hot sauce 
and salt.

The glaze can be used warm or 
cooled. It can be refrigerated in 
a tightly sealed jar for up to 2 
days. 

2. Heat one side of a grill to 
medium and the other side to 
low. During cooking, if you get 
flaring from the duck fat, you 
may need to turn off the low 
side completely. 

3. Use paper towels to pat 
dry the duck. Using poultry or 
kitchen shears, cut along each 
side of the duck’s backbone and 
remove it. Turn the duck breast- 
side up. Open the 2 sides of the 
duck as if you were opening a 
book, and lay it flat. Break the 
breast bone by firmly applying 
pressure and pressing down. 
Tuck the wing tips under the 
upper wing and place on a 
sheet pan. Set aside. 

4. In bowl, mix salt, pepper 
and cayenne. Brush the duck all 
over with olive oil. Season light¬ 
ly on both sides with the spice 
rub. Place the duck skin-side up 
directly on the grill grates on 
the cooler side of the grill. Grill 
for about 2 hours. 


5. After 2 hours, brush the 
glaze on the duck. Continue 
grilling for another 20 to 30 
minutes, brushing with the 
glaze 2 more times during the 
final grilling time. Grill until 
the juices run clear and the 


thigh registers 190 F. 

6. Remove the duck from the 
grill and brush with glaze one 
last time. Let the duck rest for 
10 minutes. Cut the duck into 
halves or quarters and serve.

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Nash free agency saga takes Hollywood turn 



Steve Nash won’t be coming 
home to Canada. 

The point guard’s agent 
says the two-time NBA MVP is 
going to the Los Angeles Lak¬ 
ers in a sign-and-trade deal 
with the Phoenix Suns. 

Nash, who spent the past 
eight seasons with the Suns, 
was a free agent but a sign- 
and-trade agreement was ne¬ 
cessary for the Lakers to afford 
him. 

Bill Duffy says his client 
agreed to a three-year, $27 
million US contract. In return, 
the Suns get four draft picks 


— first rounders in 2013 and 
2015 and second rounders in 
2013 and 2014. 

He said a main reason for 
the Victoria-raised player 
choosing the Lakers was to 
remain close to his children, 
who live in Phoenix. 

Nash’s decision will surely 
cause disappointment among 
fans of the Toronto Raptors. 
Canada’s only NBA team made 
a pitch to bring the veteran 
point guard to Toronto. 

Raptors general manager 
Bryan Colangelo reportedly 
made Nash a three-year offer 


worth $36 million over the 
weekend. 

Reached by The Canadian 
Press, Colangelo declined to 
comment on the move. 

Nash is also the general 
manager of Canada Basket¬ 
ball’s senior men’s national 
team. 

The deal will put Nash on 
the floor with the team he 
tried so hard to unseat as a 
Western Conference power, 
teaming him with Kobe 
Bryant, Andrew Bynum and at 
least for now, Pau Gasol.

NHL. ‘Great day in 
the history' of Wild as 
Parise, Suter announce 
free-agency decisions 


The Minnesota Wild were a 
starless team in need of a big- 
time jolt to get the franchise 
back to the point of being 
worthy of playing in “the State 
of Hockey.” 

The jolts don’t come any 
bigger than this. 

The Wild landed not one 
but both of the NHL’s top 
prizes in free agency, sign¬ 
ing forward Zach Parise and 
defenceman Ryan Suter on 
Wednesday. Each deal is for 
13 years and $98 million, ac¬ 
cording to three people fam¬ 
iliar with the contracts who 
spoke to The Associated Press 
on condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause the team did not release 
details. 

“WE GOT ’EM!” the Wild 
announced on their Twit¬ 
ter account early Wednesday 
afternoon, sending shock- 
waves across the league and 
through a devoted fan base 
that was starting to show signs 
of apathy after missing the 
playoffs for a fourth straight 
season. 

Parise, the former New 
Jersey Devils playmalcer, and 


Suter, who paired with Shea 
Weber on the Nashville blue¬ 
line, were regarded the cream 
of what was a thin free agent 
crop, and each had spent the 
past four days poring over 
numerous offers from several 
teams before making a deci¬ 
sion. 

“This is a great day in the 


history of the Minnesota 
Wild,” GM Chuck Fletcher said 
in a conference call. 

Maybe THE greatest. The 
Wild have had a relatively 
non-descript existence aside 
from one stirring run to the 
Western Conference finals in 
their second season. 

Parise knows the history 


well, having grown up in the 
Twin Cities. So he recruited his 
friend Suter to come help out 
the hometown team. 

“We kept in touch through¬ 
out this whole thing and we 
decided that we thought for 
both of us that the best fit 
would be Minnesota,” Parise 
said in a conference call.

“We’re excited that it worked 
out and we get a chance to 
play with each other.” 

One person said that even 
the breakdown of the con¬ 
tracts is exactly the same, with 
both players getting $12 mil¬ 
lion in each of the first two 
years. The deals then go down 
in value, with each player 
making $1 million in both 
2023-24 and 2024-25. 

And it’s a relative home¬ 
coming for Suter, who is from 
Wisconsin, as well. 

“It came down to where I 
felt my family would like to 
live,” Suter said. “My wife’s 
from Bloomington, Minne¬ 
sota. That had a lot to do with 
it. Minnesota has a lot of good 
young players that I think will 
help make this team success¬ 
ful.”
